THE twenty-fecond, they defcried Cape AZonte, 
feven Leagues off, to the Eaft by North, and at 
Noon found the Latitude fix Degrees, thirty-fix 
Minutes North. ‘The Cape was then North- 
Fait by North, four Leagues diftant ; fo that be- 
ing ten Minutes South, and fix Weft of it, Cape 

onte, by his Obfervation, (which Le judged to be 
very good) muft lic in the Latitude of fix Degrees, 
forty-fix Minutes, North; which is more north- 
erly than it is generally laid-down in the Maps 
and Charts ©. 

THE twenty-third, they faw Cape VWonferado, 
from which Road Captain Shurley efpying them, 
fent-off his Pinnace to intreat him to put-in 
there to his Affiftance: He having, off the Cape, 
had his Fore-Maft and Fore -Yard fplit to Pieces 
with a Thunder-Bolt; nd his Fore --Top Gallant- 
Sail fet on Fire by the precedent Flafh of Light- 
ning“, Phillips intended to wood and water at 
Junco, about twelve Leagues to the Eaft, where 
is a good River and Plenty of Wood; but upon 
this Application, went in here, and anchored 
about a Mile and an half, South-Eaft, from the 
Mouth of the River, Hzre he found one Gub- 
Sins, an Interloper*, from Barbados, chiefly laden 
with Rum, to trade for Gold and Slaves. PAil- 
lips bought five hundred Gallons of it, cheap, and 
fold it to Advantage. Here was, alfo, the 
Stanier Sloop, with Mr. Colter on board, who 
was Agent of Clerborough, and came thence to 
trade along the Coaft for Tecth.

This he after- 
wards ufed for feafoning his Negros Mefles to 
keep them from the Flux and dry Belly-Ach, 
which they are very fubje&t to. About Noon 
they went off of Kroe for Cape Palmas, fteering 
South-Eaft by Eait, and next Day were athwart 
of Wappe, whence came more Canoas with 
Malaghetta, of which he bought three hundred 
Weight for three two-Pound Pewter Bafons. 
DNESDAY, the feventeenth, they turn- 
ed the Point of Cape Pa/mas, which is furrounded 
with Rocks, and the laft Place of the Grain 
Coaft, there being no more Malaghetta to be had 
beyond it. This Day diced the Captain’s Bro- 
ther, who had been fick about eight Days of a 
malignant Fever, with which many of the Sai- 
lors were feized. 

Next Day, about fix in the Morning, being 
Brorber bu under Sail three ues South-Eaft of Growa, 
vist, the Deceafed was nailed up in his Coffin; and 
the Pinnace being hoifted out, the Captain, Doc- 
tor, and Purfer went in her to bury the Corps; 
the Colours of both the Hannibal and Ea/t-India 
Merchant being lowered half Way down, with 
Trumpets and Drums founding ynd beating as is 
ufual on fuch melancholy O ? rowed 
about a Quarter of a Mile frerfi the Ship to Lee- 
ward, and the Burial Office being read*, the 
Captain helped to commit the Body to the Deep. 
Then the Hannibal fired fixteen half-Minute 
Guns, he being fo many Years old, and the 
Eaft-India Merchant ten Guns. 

EING at Anchor the nineteenth, they had a 
very hard Tornado which lafted about an Hour. 
There came two Canoas with feveral Teeth, 
but would not come aboard to trade, though, 
befides being fhewn feveral Commodities, they 
were offered Brandy. 

Next Day they had another Tornado, and 
came to Anchor off of Druin, thirt ues 
from Palmas.

However, the Captain, with much ado, pre- 
vailed on them to return; and giving them each 
a good Coge of Brandy fhewed them his Com- 
modities, and they brought in fome Teeth: But 
while they were bufy a bartering, a great Maftiff 
Dog he had on board hearing a Noife upon Deck, 

¢ run, open-mouthed, barking out of the Steer- 

age: Upon this, they i ney leapt-off the 

Quarter-Deck into the Sea, and fwam a, Dif- 
tance off, followed by their Canoas, and leay- 
ing their Elephants Teeth behind. Pillips in- 
treated them to return, holding their Teeth over 
the Ship’s-Side, but they would not: Then he 
went down and dropt fome Water into his Eyes, 
but to as little Purpofe. At length, having 
brought the Maftiff Dog and pretended to beat 

d him outly, they came on board, but you might 

read their poalouly in their Faces; for nothing 

could ftir but they were ready to take their 

Spring into the Sea, and had their Eyes in eve 

rner. However in Traffic they were fubtil 
enough, holding their Teeth fo high, that they 
could not afford to buy many. 

‘THEY moft hideoully deform themfelves with nigra 

a Sort of dark, reddifh Paint, with which they fomzed.

They coveted the 
fame Sorts of Goods as at Cate La-ho, This 
was the laft Place where he faw any Teeth; and 
qbferved, that they brought their large Teeth 
only for Shew, for they would (ell none but the 
{mall and middling ones. 
THe twenty-fifth, two Canoas came from 
Baffam Picolo to tvade with Gold; of which they 
took thirty Achis for Iron Bars, two Bars for

Puls was bound to the Adina Past he ted been ftopped 
te—y——five Months at Plymouth, and had been on his 
Paflage nine Weeks, that he had fought a French 
Privateer fifty Leagues from Scilly, and that the 
Earl of Terrington was fled from England. This 
laft, they did not doubt was falfe News, the 
Dutch having had no great Kindncfs for that old 
experienced and gallant Sea Officer, ever fince 
the Time that through their own Rafhnefs and 
Srupiitys they were fo roughly handled by the 
French Fleet off of Beachy in 1690. This Ship 
had twenty-four Guns, and eighty Men, Sea- 
men and Soldiers. At fix in the Fening. they 
anchored, as they judged, off of Afthany, twelve 
Leagues from Beffam. ‘The Guns they had 
heard in the Morning, were fired by this lait 
Ship at the Dutch Interloper that parted from 
them before, whom he fell-in with and gave Chace 

to, but the Interloper failed too hard for him. 

THERE were above a Dozen Dutch Interlopers, 
at this Time, trading upon the Coaft, notwith- 
ftanding their Company has an exclufive Grant 
of this Trade; with Power to attack and make- 
Prize of all private Traders, the Ship and Goods 
being confifcated to the Ufe of the Company: 
Phillips adds, that the Men are made-Prifoners 
in the Dungeon at the Adina, and the Captain 
with the principal Officers he thinks condemned 
to die; the General of the Mina being commil- 
fioned to try and put-to-Death any Criminals of 
that Nation, who by a Court-Martial * may be 
thought to deferve it, witho peal to Ex- 
rope: The fae Authority he ao éxtends to the 
neighbouring Negros, fj ly thofe of the 
Mina Town, je are under the Cover of its 
Guns, which creates a great Reverence and Ter- 
rorin them ; whereas, the English Agents can 
only fecure the Malefactor, and fend him in Irons 
home to England to be tried there ». 

The Dutch Caftles have frequently by Strata- 
gem, feized fome of thefe Intcrlopers, and ufed 
them with the utmoft Rigour: Yet it does no 
whit deter them, they providing themfelves with 
nimble a a which out-fail the Company’s, 
and go well-manned and armed, and gencrall 

ht it out to the laft Man rather than yield.

ward towards them. Pdillipi, furprized at this 
extraordinary Change, afked him the Reafon, 
and offered to fire upon the Canoa, if he appre- 


hended any Thing amifs from ker: But he 
defiring him to forbear, mit leaped 
into a fmall Canoa that was felling Fifh by the 


Ship’s Side, and fquatting himfelf down Aat Eo es

Phillips underftood afterwards, that his.

the Port of | and in cafe of a Difcovery, 
not only takes all the contraband Goods away, 
but poflibly fcizing upon all the Gold the Faétor 
has for the Company’s Ufe, carries his Perfon to 
the Adina, whcre he is imprifuned; and the 
gentleft Ufage he meets with is to be well fined, 
and forced to carry a Mufket in the Caftle as a 
common Centinel, another being put into his 
Government. It is the fame likewifc in cafe of 
any Neglect or Remiffnefs in his Duty as Gover~ 
nor, fuch as lying out or letting black Women. 
in at Nights. he laft of which though it be 2 
common Practice in the Englifh Caftles, yet the 
Dutch feldom or never do it, although they all 
have Black or Mulatto Wives as well as the En~ 
glifh, which they change at Pleafure. It is for 
thefe Reafona that the Fifcal is fo dreadful to

RAWLIFSON, fome Time after he got afhore, 
fent aCanoa on the Scout, by which underftand- 
ing his Miftake, he banifhed his Fear, and re- 
folved to have the cther Jug with them. Accord- 
ingly, they had him a-board, where he conti- 
nued till late at Night, and was carried afhore 
well ballafted with Wine and Punch: But before 
partinghe engaged Buckerige, Shurley, and Phillips 
to dine with him next Day at his Fort, where 
they went accordingly ; and were met at thcir 
landing by Rawilifion's Second, a young French- 
man, his Doétor, who conauel them to the 

caffe Gate, where they were received by him- 
42% wyh a Salute of nine Guns. 

Tuby‘took a Walk before Dinner about the 
Caftle, which is old and built upon a Rock after 
the Portugueze Fafhion, from whom the Dutch 
plundered it. It had four Flankers, and about 
eighteen Guns in all, thofe towards the Sea good 
and Jong, and fome of them Brals; the 
are pretty high, and the Gate ftrong, which faces 
the Continent. In the Midft of the Fort is their 
Warehoufe, Kitchen, and Lodging of the Sol- 
diers, over which are three or four {mall Rooms 
for the Factors. A great Part of the Roof and 
Wall of that wherein they dined was fallen down.

About two, they anchored in Suétandi Road 
in feven Fathom, about two Miles off Shore. 
On the Point ftands a fmall Dutch Fort, com- 
manding the Landing Place, much higher than 
the Englifh Caftle, and in Gun-thot of it. 

Tue twentieth, Captain Shur/ey and the Au- 
thor went afhore at the Englip Caftle, where 
they found Mr. Fobnfon in his Bed raving mad, 
through Refentment of an Affront put upon him 
by one Vanbukeline the Copeman or Merchant 
of the Mina Caftie; which, as they were informed 
by his Second (who was a young Lad and had 
been a Bluecoat-Hofpital Boy) was as follows, 

One Taguba, a noted Negro Wench in Cape- 
Coa/t Town being gotten with Child by fome of d 
the Soldiers of the Caftle, was brought to-bed of 
a Mulatto Girl ; who growing ab leven Years 
old, this Fohn/on, then a Factor ape-Coaft *, 
had a great Fancy for her, urpofed to take 
her for his Wife (as they take Wives in Guinea ») 
and being about that Time removed to be chief 
Faétor at Sudkandi, in order to make fure of the 
Girl, he took her there to live with him, till 
fhe was of Age fit for conjugal Embraces ; ufing 
her with much Tendernele, and taking great Sa- e 
tisfaftion in her Company for two or three Years: 
But when fhe was grown up, being a pretty Girl, 
Vanhukeline, by Bribes and Prefents corrupted 
her Mother Yaguia, and prevailed with her to

iit to her Daughter, to bring her off in a fwift 
Canoa, which he had ordered to lie under the 
Dutch Fort there for that Purpofe.

dance before them, very fine, bearing ' 
of Madam Vanhukeline. This, and fome o 
old Differences between him and the Dute 
had quite turned his Brain. The Author was 
afterwards informed, that the adjacent Negros, 
at the Inftigation of Vanhbukeline and the 
General, had in the Night furprized and feized 
the Fort, cut Fobyjon the Factor in Pieces, and 
plundered all the Goods and Merchandize. 

They were entertained by the young Second, 
as well as he could; and then wenr a-board, 
when they quickly fpied a {mall Ship, which 
proved to be the Eagle Packet-Boat, that failed 
with them out of the Downs, bound with Let- 
ters for Gambrat, Sherborow, and Cape-Coa/t. 
Coming to Anchor, they learned that her Com- 
mander, Captain Perry, died at Gambra with 
feveral of his Men, and was fucceeded by Brown, 
his Mate, who told them, that Agent Colter 
parted with him at Mon/ferado, and had a Scuffle 


with his Second at Sherdoraw, before he gauld 
get Admittance. OY Des 
Tue twenty-firft, they anchored en A-Stuma. 


bady * Point and Shuma, where fome Canoas Dut 
came a-board, with whom they had a good 'I'rade 
forGold. But the Negro-Merchants were afraid 
of having their Goods feized by the Dutch for 
trading with them; which, as Phillips was in- 
formed, they had often done, and that not only to 
fuch as bought out of the £nglifs Company’s 
Ships, but alfo out of their Caftle at Suksandy, 
of which there was a late Inftance ; and the Ne- 
ros making Complaint at ye the chief 
erchants there fent to the General 2t Adina to 
demand Satisfa&tion, affuring them the Goods 
belonged to the Company, but had been put-off 
with fair Promifes only. 

InDBED the Dutch were very infolent upon 
this Coaft, efpecially fince the Revolution, en- 
deavouring by all Methods to undermine and

It feems, it was {urprized by a Parcel of Ne- 
gros, privately armed, who vot-in under Pretence 
of ‘Trade; and haying {tabbed his Second, while 
he was fhewing them Guods, difjerted to fecure 
all the others in the Caftle, 2 Party lying con- 
cealed without to affift them upon Signal given. 
The General hearing the Vumult, came-out of 
his Chamber Sword in Hand to fee what was the 
Matter, and was immediately allaulted by wwo 
Blacks ; againft whom he made good his Ground 
fur fome Lime, calling-out for Affiftance: But 
none coming, and mere Blacks preffing-on, he 
flung himfelt out of 2 Window, and fled to the 
Dutch as before-mentioned, after he had received 
feveral Wounds, one of which had difabled his 
left Arm. 

Tuis Black General (now become Gover- 
nor) fent two of his Servants to invite Mr. 
Bloome, Mr. Buckerige, and the Captain, to dine ; 
which they accepting, were carried in Ham- 
mocks he had fent to attend them. The Guard 
at the Caftle-Gare demanded their Swords, which 
all delivered but Phrllips, who refufed. The 
General having been acquainted wii it, came 
and told him, that was always Ms Guftom. ‘The 
other replied, that might be,but it was never 
the Cuftom of Englifh Comffanders to part with 
their Swords upon any Account whatever; in 
which, finding him refolute, the General fecrn- 
ed fatisfied, and Ied them in, fhewing them the 
Way into the Dining-Room, which was by 
climbing a Ladder, and entering through a Holc, 
or Scuttle. When they were alcended, he drank 
to them, and all the Guns in the Fort were 
difcharged. After they had walked about a 
Quarter of an Hour in the Caftle, Phil//ips pulled- 
off his Sword of his own Accord, and gave it 
his own Boy to hold; which, he perceived, the 
King took very kindly.

ey THe Factory lying about three Miles from the 


Sea-Side, Mr. ‘fo/eph Pierfon, the Factor, fent- 
down Hammocks to attend their Landing, with 
feveral armed Blacks for their Guard. ‘Thefe Ham- 
mocks are flung on a Pole, the Ends are carried- 
on the Heads of two Negros, who walk or run 
very fwift. This Way of travelling is rarely 
ufed any where but in Africa. 

Tue Faétory ftands in the Marfhes, and is 
very unwholfome, but yet proved beneficial to 
the Captain, by houfing their Goods, which 
came athore late, and could not arrive at the 
King’s Town (where he kept his Warchoufe) be- 


The Natives fore it wasdark. In this Cafe they would be very 


liable to be pilfered by the Negro-Porters, who 
carried them, and were moft exquifite at Con- 
veyance ; for in the Day-Time they would fteal 
the Kowris, although watched by the Whites. 
They had Inftruments like Wedges made to 
force afunder the Barrel-Staves, and Jet the Shells 
drop-out; and when any of the Whites drew- 
near, they prefently took-out the Wedge, and 
all appeared clofe again. Thefe Porters had al- 
ways their Wives and Children to carry-off the 
Plunder. This they complained of to the King, 
but the Negros could not forbear their old Habit, 
although they were often cruelly beaten, and fome 
of them banifhed. 

‘Tue Factory proved beneficial to them alfo 
in being at Hand to receive the Slaves, who were 
often returned from the Sea-Side, when the Ca- 
noas could not come afhore to ferch them, on 
account of the bad Weather, or Sea running 
high; fo that fometimes they thipped-off an 
hundred of both Sexes at a Time. 

HoweEvyeER, it is a moft wretched Place ta 


iniwlerable. live in, by reafon of the neighbouring Swamps, 


whence proceed noifome Stinks, and vaft Swarms 
of Mufquitos ; which are fo intolcrably trouble-

But his being one of his Majeity’s Prerogatives, 
there was no Remedy for it. This done, the 
Kabofhirs brought their Slaves, each according to 
his Rank and Quality.

He accepted their Apology, but 
refented it highly in the Frenchman, rhs, Fe faid, 
knew the Law, and fhould not have Jed them 
there, threatening to make him fuffer for it. 
Upon which, to excufe him, Pdrllips took all 
the Blame to himfelf, affuring his Majefty, it was 
he led them there accidentally ; and that he had 
no other View in looking over the Wall, but to 
fee what a brave Town he had for his Wives, 
that he might give an Account of it, when he 
returned to England. The King then took him 
by the Hand, and faid, if that was all, he was 
forry he had mentioned it, and would not be an- 
gry with the Frenchman.

Tur Negros acknowledge one God us Creator 
of all Things, but efpecially of Feti~hes, which 
he has fent on Earth for the Service of Man- 
kind: Yet their Notions, with regard to thefe 
Fetifbes, are very obfeure. The oldeft of them 
are at a Lofs what @® fay on this Article; only 
that they have a Tradition handed-down, that 
to them they are obliged for all the Bleffings of 
Life, and that it is in their Power alfo to inflict 
on them what Evils they pleafe.

Here 
Mr. Smith found fome white People, who fad 
itted the Company's Service, and fet-up for 
Hfelves, Having Sloops of their ewn, in which 
they traded Northward to Rio Pungo and Rio 
Nunte for Slaves, Teeth, and Camwood, t
